FAMILY OF DOCUMENTS 


The newest family of documents 
published by AIA is designed to 
permit the Architect to tailor his 
services precisely to the Client's 
needs and to set his fees 
accordingly. In place of a pre- 
determined set of services, 
there are a series of matrices to 
be filled in defining the responsi- 
bility of the Owner and the Archi- 
tect for each activity required to 
bring the project to completion. 
The family presently includes 
the Owner-Architect Agreement 
(B161), the matrix (B162) and an 
Architect-Consultant Agreement 
(C161). Other agreement forms 
covering Construction Manage- 
ment and Design-Build Services 
are now being considered.

DCA Contracts 
Revised 


The MSAA Housing Committee 
is pleased to report that the 
Department of Community 
Affairs architectural contracts 
for elderly housing and moderni- 
zation projects have been sub- 
stantially revised since the com- 
mittee started working with the 
Department early in 1978. In 
particular, the modernization 
contracts have been amended 
so that the fees are now com- 
mensurate with the work being 
performed, and many of the 
boilerplate provisions that were 
detrimental to the architect have 
been deleted. The elderly 
housing contracts now provide 
for an initial payment on signing 
of the contract to help pay for 
site selection and analysis, work 
formerly done by the architect 
but not paid for until much later 
in the design process. The 
changes would not have been 
accomplished without the active 
participation and concern of 
DCA architectural staff, partic- 
ularly Steve Demos and Dick 
Piper of the elderly section and 
Steve Lo and Barbara Manfred 
of the modernization section.

BSA Receives 
Preservation 
Award 


Secretary of State Michael J. 
Connolly, Chairman of the Mass- 
achusetts Historical Commis- 
sion, announced the Commis- 
sion's first annual Preservation 
Awards for 1978 at the Awards 
Dinner held in Worcester on May 
4th. Among the award recipients 
was the BSA Committee on 
Historic Resources for the publi- 
cation of the sourcebook Con- 


serving Architectural Resources, 


which demonstrates the con- 
cerns of professional architects 
for preservation. Angus W. 
Crowe AIA, Chairman of the 
Historic Resources Committee, 
accepted the award.

A second award was made to 
the Cambridge Historical Com- 
mission for their outstanding ten 
year survey, which has become 
a national model and forms the 
basis of a National Register 
multiple resource nomination 
now in progress. This award was 
accepted by Robert G. Neiley 
AIA, who, having served on the 
Commission for the last twelve 
years (the last five as Vice Chair- 
man), was the driving force 
behind the survey. This series 
was also the recipient of the 
BSA annual Preservation Award 
in 1972. 


Twelve other awards were given 
covering all aspects of historic 
preservation — grants, surveys, 
publications, education, saving 
historic structures, a general

To Boston 


The American Institute of Archi- 
tects will present an Urban 
Design Award Citation to Boston 
at the National Convention on 
June 7. 


Citing transportation planning 
over the past decade for the 
Boston region, the Citation com- 
mends ... ‘the Office of 
Transportation and Construction 
of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts for its leadership in 
viewing transportation planning 
as a means of providing the 
region with holistic and coordi- 
nated environmental policies, 
for involving citizens at all levels 
of policy formation and decision- 
making, for its inter-disciplinary 
professionalism, and for the 
high quality of urban design that 
is being implemented at the 
individual nodes."" 


Special mention is made of the 
South-west Corridor Project and 
the Red Line Extension. 


White and Lee 
Assume New 
Committee Posts 


At the March 13th Board Meet- 
ing it was voted to elect Richard 
W. White AIA to membership in 
the Ethics Committee, the term 
expiring in 1979. He will suc- 
ceed Henry C. Boles AIA who 
died in January. 


Todd Lee AIA of Cambridge 
Seven has been named new 
Chairman of the Urban Design 
Committee, succeeding Wallace 
Berger. 


The Building Code 
Monitor 


The Commission meeting on 
April 3, 1979 was mostly con- 
cerned with continuing discus- 
sion on items that have been 
under consideration for some 
time. Among those issues are: 
the definition of a nightclub, for 
which a committee was 
appointed to determine classifi- 
cation for code purposes ; anew 
section on limited group resi- 
dences, which will cover resi- 
dents who are incapable of self- 
preservation and need assis- 
tance in evacuating a building ; 
energy conservation require- 
ments for alterations to existing 
buildings; and a draft of pro- 
posed criteria for licensing of 
testing laboratories. 


The Commission meeting on 
May 1, 1979 opened with the 
announcement that the new 
codes were available, and 
motions were made to file the 
authorized copy with the 
Attorney General in accordance 
with State Law. The Commission 
voted that if no designation is 
made when filing for a building 
permit between now and 
December 31, 1979, it will be 
assumed that the building is 
designed in accordance with the 
1979 code. It was also voted to 
continue in the new code the 
moratorium now in force 
concerning the licensing of con- 
struction superintendents. 
Some items were referred to a 
public hearing which will be held 
on May 15, 1979 to hear amend- 
ments to the new code. This is 


| one of the two required annual 


public hearings and would 
normally have been held on May 
1, 1979. The fall hearing will be 
on October 16, 1979. 


To be discussed on May 15 will 
be the rules and regulations for 
test labs covering solid fuel 
burning appliances (wood 
stoves), an amendment to 
change the references to NFPA 
101 in Article 12 from the 1967 
edition to the 1973 edition, and 
the new section on Limited 
Group Residences under Article 
4. The Commission also voted to 
amend Article 21 of the new 
code (one and two family dwell- 
ings) to eliminate any reference 
to wood foundations. The official 
agenda for the May 15 hearing 
also notes that they hope to hear 
proposals for amendments or 
additions to Article 22 of the new 
code which covers ‘‘Repair, 
Alteration, Addition and Change 
of Use of Existing Buildings” 
and to hear suggestions, pro- 
posals, and testimony concern- 
ing requirements for fire preven- 
tion detection and signaling 
equipment in existing residential 
occupancies — particularly 
hotels, motels and multiple unit 
dwellings.

The intent of the award is to give 
recognition to the projects which 
combine a high degree of social 
and visual quality as well as 
being well designed and 
constructed. 


The categories for entries are: 


1. Single or multifamily housing 
— new construction — 
financed conventionally. 

2. Single or multifamily housing 
— rehabilitated/restored — 
financed conventionally. 

3. Single or multifamily housing 
— new construction — 
financially subsidized. 

4. Single or multifamily housing 
— rehabilitated/restored — 
financially subsidized. 

5. Neighborhood facility — new 
or rehabilitated for 
community use. 


Energy efficient design will 
receive a special citation and 
recognition. 


The following material must be 
submitted in a standard trans- 
parent window sleeve binder 
(8%2"'x11"') and must be visible 
without removal. 


1. Written description of the 

Project, including as appro- 

priate: name, location with 

map, number of units and 
size of units by number of 
bedrooms, parking pro- 
visions, dwelling units per 
acre; percentage of land 
coverage ; rent schedules; 
financing program; other 
special program require- 
ments; identification of all 
parties in the development 
team. 

Site plan. 

. Additional drawings repre- 
senting the constructed 
project. 

4. Aminimum of four anda 
maximum of ten photo- 
graphs, not to exceed 
8''x10"', black and white or 
color.

Rules and Schedule 

The same rules apply to these 
juries as to the Harleston Parker 
jury, i.e., ajury member has to 
agree that none of his work or 
that of his firm is eligible for an 
award. 


All awards will be announced at 
the awards dinner in September 
1979. 


Publication of the results of this 
program will be arranged by the 
Boston Society of Architects. 
The selected winners will be 
obligated to provide the BSA 
with photographs suitable for 
publication. 


Acheck or money order for $20 
must be included with each sub- 
mission. Check is to be made 
out to the Boston Society of 
Architects. It should be placed 
in an envelope and taped to the 
inside cover of the submission. 


The due date for entries is June 
29th at the BSA Chapter office at 
320 Newbury Street, before 
5:00 p.m. Each entry shall be 
double wrapped with the 
entrant's name on the exterior 
wrapper. An envelope contain- 
ing the identification of the 
designer firm shall be included 
within the binder. 


Entry materials will be held at 
the BSA Chapter office for 
entrants to pick up at the conclu- 
sion of the awards program. 
Entries must be picked up before 
August 30, 1979. 


Energy Memo 


The following article is intended 
to be the first in a regular series 
for the Chapterletter entitled 
ENERGY MEMO and will also 
serve as a BSA Energy Com- 
mittee outreach activity to the 
Society.

David Wright AIA has written a 
book entitled Natural Solar 
Architecture and Passive Primer. 
Published by Van Nostrand /Rein- 
hold, NY (1978), it is 245 pages 
and is available in softcover at 
the BSA Bookshop for $7.95. 
This primer by an ‘‘environ- 
mental’’ architect is very per- 
sonal in its format, easy to fol- 
low (since most architects read 
pictures best) and might be sum- 
marized as follows:

2 — open window and acquire 
all available ingredients 

3 — mix proportionally

New Mass State Code 

The third edition of the Massa- 
chusetts State Building Code is 
now available and can be pur- 
chased at the BSA Bookshop for 
$26.00. While the new code is 
effective as of June 1st of this 
year, either the 1975 edition or 
the new code may be used until 
December 31, 1979. Amend- 
ments to the present MSBC will 
be handled through the Massa- 
chusetts State Building 
Commission. 


HUD Endorses 

Document B-181 

The U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) has 
informed AIA that they (HUD) 
are withdrawing their three 
Owner-Architect Agreements 
and are endorsing the use of AIA 
Document B181 (Owner-Archi- 
tect Agreement for Housing 
Services). The One and Two 
Family Dwelling Code (formerly 
Article 21 of the Mass. State 
Building Code) has been pub- 
lished separately and is avail- 
able at a cost of $2.50 per copy 
plus 50 cents mailing costs 
directly from the State Book- 
store, Room 116, State House, 
Boston, MA 02133. 


Changes in AIA Documents 
The instruction sheets for new 
Documents A117 (Abbreviated 
Owner-Contractor Agreement 
Form, Cost Plus), A171 (Owner- 
Interiors Contractor Agreement 
Form), C161 (Standard Form of 
Agreement Between Architect 
and Consultant), G604 (Change 
Authorization for Professional 
Services), G710 (Architect's 
Supplemental Instructions, and 
G713 (Construction Change 
Authorization) are being written, 
hopefully making the documents 
ready for sale by mid-summer of 
this year. In addition, the follow- 
ing contracts and forms (B727, 
C141, C801, G601, and G602) 
are being revised and will carry 
a May 1979 Edition date. Docu- 
ment G708 (Architect's Field 
Order) will be withdrawn and 
replaced by G710 and G713. 
G802 will also be withdrawn and 
replaced by F5002. As a final 
note, due to action taken by the 
AIA Board of Directors, Hand- 
book Chapters 5, 8, and 9 have 
been withdrawn from the hand- 
book until such time as new edi- 
tions are published.

We regret the lack of pro- 
fessional research, prior 
planning, and advice as a basis 
for the restoration. Dubious con- 
struction practices (such as 
winching out-of-plumb walls 
back into line) have been 
presented as normal. 


We understand that the series 
may be continued in the future. 
If so, we hope that some of 
these shortcomings will be over- 
come, so that the show will be 
able to realize its potential and 
add yet another outstanding 
series to WGBH-TV's and 

Mr. Morash’s lists. (Russell 
Morash produces and directs 
“Crockett's Victory Garden"’ 
and ‘‘Julia Child and Company."’)
